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REMARKS 

The Final Office Action mailed June 4, 2007, has been received and reviewed. Claims 12 
through 14, 1 7, 1 8, 20, 22, and 23 are currently pending in the application. Claims 12 through 
14, 20, 22, and 23 stand rejected, and claims 17 and 18 are objected to. Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration of the application in view of the remarks presented herein. . 

Double Patenting Rejections 

Claims 12 through 14, 20, 22 and 23 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 through 49 of U.S. 
Patent Application 10/648,122 (now U.S. Patent No. 7,120,512 to Kramer et al 
("Kramer")). 

Claims 12 through 14, 18, 20, 22 and 23 stand provisionally rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 
through 30 of U.S. Patent Application 10/678,564 (U.S. Publication No. 2005/007451 1 to 
Oriakhie^^i/. ("Oriakhi")). 

In order to avoid further expenses and time delay. Applicants elect to expedite the 
prosecution of the present application by filing terminal disclaimers to obviate the double 
patenting rejections in compliance with 37 CFR §1.321 (b) and (c). Applicants' filing of the 
tenninal disclaimers should not be construed as acquiescence in the Examiner's double patenting 
or obviousness-type double patenting rejections. Attached are the terminal disclaimers and 
accompanying fee. 

Objection to Claims 17 and 18 

Claims 1 7 and 1 8 are presently objected to as being allowable if re-writtn in 
independent form. Applicants note with appreciation the indication of allowability. Claims 17 
and 1 8 have been amended to place the same in independent form. As such, these claims should 
be allowable. 
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CONCLUSION 

Claims 12-14, 17, 18, 20, 22, and 23 are believed to be in condition for allowance, and an 
early notice thereof is respectfully solicited.
